AN INTERESTING MSETINtt 

Profitable Discussions and Team 

Work .Mark January Meeting of 
Chamber of Commerce 

The regular monthly meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce Monday 
evening was well attended and con¬ 
siderable routine buismess was dis¬ 
posed of. 

The committee appointed at the last 
meeting to find suitable office for the 
secretary reported estimates on fitting 
up the oil station at the corner of 
Baldwin and Central and on moving 
tile band stand to the city lot at tha 
corner of Windsor Lane and remodel¬ 
ing it for an office. The latter plan 
was esteemed the more desirable as 
the structure would then be entirely a 
civic affair on city property, but thu 
estimated cost, $400, is more than the 
present finances of the org.mization 
would warrant undertaking. After dis¬ 
cussion the matter was tabled and the 
secretary will retain temporary head¬ 
quarters in the office of Andrew* A 
Hawks. 

Mr. Earl Topping, chairman of the 
float committee, reported on the ex¬ 
penditures for the float and expressed 
his appreciation of the help he had re¬ 
ceived, especially that given by the 
Boy Scouts. A vote of thank.s wm 
extended to the Boy Scouts for their 
efficient and faithful work in gather¬ 
ing the holly fc^ the float. 

On motion of Mayor Mitchell, the 
meeting gave a rising vote of thanks 
to Mr. Topping for his effort* in re¬ 
gard to the float. Mr. Topping as¬ 
sumed responsibility for the float only 
three weeks ago, when the committee 
appointed some time avo found it im¬ 
possible to undertake the work, and 
if it had not been for his energy and 
persistence. Sierra Madre would not 
have been represented this year in the 
Tournament of Roses. 

Messrs. Felgate and Udell were ap¬ 
pointed a committee to move the sign 
which is now on the Hastings proper¬ 
ty at Sierra Madre avenue and Foot¬ 
hill boulevard to a better position on 


evening hours and the committee was 
in.structed to stay on the job actively 
until they got some definite result. 

The president, Mr. Felgate, an¬ 
nounced the appointment of Dean 
Shaw as the Sierra Madre representa¬ 
tive on the board of directors of the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
San Gabriel Valley in place of Mr. W. 
VV. Alley, resigned. He also announc¬ 
ed the appointment of the following 
memebrship committee: Mr. J. F. 
Sadler, chairman; Messr.s. Robert 
Mitchell, F. H. Hartm-an, Earl Top¬ 
ping, and C. W. Forman. The presi¬ 
dent, in making this appointment, 
urged the cooperation of all the mem¬ 
bers in getting new members. 

The new .secretary, Mrs. J. H. 
Wright, spoke briefly, telling the 
members that she undertook the work 
in the confidence that she would have 
the hearty .support and help of every 
I member, and stressing the fact that 
it was only by united effort and the 
get-together spirit that the Chamber 
of Commerce could hope to accomplish 
its aims for the improvement and up¬ 
building of our city. 

The exceedingly warm subject of 
fire protection was next brought up 
by Mr. Topping and practically every 
member present had something to say 
regarding the immediate rceessity of 
action to protect the property awners 
of the city. City Marshal Udell gave 
some very forceful reasons why he 
needed the assistance of trained men 
whether the e(|uipnient wa.s obtained 
at once or not. The statement was 
made that if the Monrovia engine had 
not arrived just when it did, that there 
wa.s good reason to believe that the 
entire block of biiikling.s adjacent to 
the bakery w'hich burned Monday 
monrning would have been badly dam¬ 
aged if not entirely destroyed. After 
considerable discussion a committee 
consisting of Marshal Udell, Earl Top¬ 
ping and L. C. Brooks was appointed 
to outline a plan for the organization 
and management of a volunteer fire 
department and in inquire into the 
possibility of obtaining some fire 
fighting apparatus.

FIRE DESTROYS BAKERY

DOES NOT COVER LOSS

The Sierra Madre bakery was prac- 
ticallv destroyed by fire about 9 
o’clock Monday morning. Mr. Mil¬ 
lard, who owned the building, had a 
small amount of insurance and Mrs. 
T. H. Bates, who recently purchased 
the stock, did not have insurance. 

The fire started from a defective 
flue and did not gain headway until 
after all of the goods and household 
effects had been removed. 

Ralph Odwarker was the first to 
discover the blaze and soimded the 
alaiTii. The Sierra Madre chemical 
equipment was useless and a call was 
put in for the Monrovia department. 
The Moni-ovia boys responded and 
were on the job within thirty minutes 
after receiving the call. An unofficial 
call was sent to Pasadena for help and 
the chief and one engine arrived 
sbftrtly before noon, after the fire was 
practically extinguished. They ran 
otrt of gasolene on West Central ave¬ 
nue and had to be helped into town. 

The Monrovia boys fought fire like 
veterans and the merchants and busi¬ 
ness men of Sierra. Madre thank them. 
If it h.ad not been for this fire com¬ 
pany the Sierra Madre garage andthe 
Kferating block would have been wiped 
out. 

Blazes 

The fire wagon from Monrovia made 
4.5 miles per hour on the boulevard. 

Earl Topping was among the first 
on the job and worked like a trojan. 

All the storage automobiles in the 
Sierra Madre garage were removed 
without confusion. 

The Pasadena fire chief labored un¬ 
der the delusion that he was in charge 
and commenced handing out orders. 
They were not obeyed. 

The police were handicapped in try¬ 
ing to direct the fire work and keep¬ 
ing people away from the hose and 
children from the fire.
